Montgomery County industrial work- 
ers wore victims of -."> fatal ncridenls 
during 1920, according to ligtircs issued 
today by Dr. Clifford B. Coniiclloy, Com- 
missioner of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment, of Labor and Industry. Of that 
number. lii were killed in manufactur- 
ing plants, JO iu public service work, 
and none in mines. 

Throughout the Slato, there were 
2,528 fatalities sulfered by workmen 
during the last year. One thousand and 
nineteen miners wore killed, 580 of tho 
persons fatally injured wore employees 
of public service corporations, and 929 
worked in industrial plants. 

The figures were compiled by tho 
Bureau of Workmen's Compensation. 



Gilford Piiichot, the State's Chief 
Forester, has announced that 410 Boy 
.Scouts in Montgomery County have 
registered as Forest Guides. The boys 
have signed pledges to protect and con- 
serve the forests, together with their 
wild life and plant life, and to prevent 
and extinguish forest tires. 

The Pennsylvania Department of 
Forestry is supplying free buttons to all 
Forest Guides, and a copy of the Boy 
Scout 's First Book of Forestry, issued 
by the Department of Forestry, is also 
givon to each of them. 

The Forest Guide organization was 
started in October, by Forester Pinehot 
anil Solan P. Parkes, Scout Executive 
of Reading. Mr. Parkes has bocui made 
Chief Forest Guide of Pennsylvania.
